Service licFurin 


League held its annual meeting at'New- 
port, yesterday, and Mr. George William 
Curtis, as President of the organization, 
delivered a long address. As Mr. Curtis 
feels a certain sense of responsibility for 
Mr. Cleveland's administration, be' uatu- 
rally seeks to put the best foot forward in 
his review of current events.

work, however. Mr. Curtis thinks that 
reform lias made some advance under Mr.

TUe Body ofan Unknown Stan Found in the 


Klver at Bradley. 
! 


The bbdy of a man was found In the 


river] near Blackman Mills, at Brailey, 
last Tuesday, and the facts in regard to 
the m: alter, as learned from Coroner Hart- 
well Lancaster, of Old Town, are asTfol- 
lows,! 


Tuesday afternoon Coroner H. Lancas- 


ter, 6f Old Town, was notified by the 
selectmen of _Bradley, that the body of a 
man had been found In the river near 
Blackman Mills. He went to the place to 
look aftqr the matter and reurned tor a 
physician, taking with him Dr. Pease, of 
Old Town. Upon examination of the 
body neither felt satisfied, and yesterday 
morning the cororner took with him Drs. 
Pease; and Welds and went to the place 
for a full examination. After a jury had 
been duly empaneled an examination was 
madeyupon the whole body and what ap- 
rfearea to be two bullet holes were found 
upon-his neck, and there were wounds 
upon the head. These wounds are sup- 
posed' to have been made after death. 


The body must have been in the water 


quite a number of days as the face and 
head were decomposed beyond identifica- 
tion. 


He was a stranger to all and nothing 


was found upon the body to give light 
upon the matter. 
Around his body and 


under his drawers was found a strip of a 
wool blanket and in it a kind of pocket 
containing a purse with a few dollars 
therein. , He had on a black sack coat, 
black trowsers and vest, a workingman's 
blue cotton shirt, somewhat worn, a new 
pair of laced shoes, copper nailed. 
His 


height was abouf five feet eleven inches, 
his hair black and cut short, was well 
built, with hands not large and worca'No. 
S shoe. Upon the instep of his left foot 
was a long scar leading downward toward 
the inside of the foot and the little toe of 
the saute foot had been amputated. 
He 


had a full set of teeth in front, verv even - 
and not large. The appearances indicate 
that he was a middle aged man. After the 
inquest, the body was buried by the cor- 
oner at Bradley. 


Among the rumors in regard to tliej af- 


fair is one to the effect that one n(ght 
about two weeks ago a woman living near 
Bradley heard a number of men loudly 
talkingla short distance from the house, 
and judged from their angry remarks ^,hat 
they had been drinking. Finally a num- 
ber of shots were fired and she heard oue 
of the men say: " 
you, you wont both- 


er anybody anymore." They then went 
off and nothing further happened. Wheth- 
er this has any connection with the iilffnir 
..remains to be seen.
